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The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to facilitate 
understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing under 37 CFR 1.81.

These amendments discuss and depict for a first time the existence of a hinge and 
provide details of a specific type of hinge. The electronic component is discussed as being 
"embedded" for a first time. These amendments introduce new matter. Please cancel these 
amendments during the next response. Re Fig. 7 filed 7-16-10 the circular profile of the cap is 
shown and a specific location of the electronic component is shown. 

Applicant states that claim 3 is generic. Applicant is required to submit reasoning for 
selecting claim 3 when the lack of unity requirement mailed January 19, 2010 specifically stated 
that claim 3 was particular to Specie B. Claim 2 is supported in the written specification only at 
paragraph [15] which states that the tube head includes an electronic component placed in the 
thickness of the shoulder or in that of the cap. Claim 3 will not be examined until sufficient 
reasoning is submitted. Re applicant's remarks with regard to claim 3, applicant no longer list 
claim 3 as a generic claim. However, applicant has not provided claim 3 with a withdrawn status 
identifier. 
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Re WO 0208079, it is not understood how the reference to a document allows applicant 
the ability to capture it's contents as original information for establishing the originally filed 
subject matter of the present invention.
